No prior art teaches or renders obvious the sequence of steps of forming a mask 
on the conductive film after forming the first opening, the mask having^a second opening 
having an opening area smaller than that of the first opening and open in the first 
opening to expose the metallic film therefrom, in a method of etching a metallic film, 
along with the other limitations of claims 1-4, 7-1 1 , 26, 27, and 33. 

Also, no prior art teaches or renders obvious the sequence of steps in a method 
of forming a metallic film, comprising: forming a masking film over the conductive film 
after forming the opening, the masking film having a pattern which exposes a part of the 
portion of the metallic film in the opening and cover the sidewall of the conductive film in 
the opening, along with the other limitations of claims 34-38 and 41 .
